Academic Requirements 

For students applying for the Bachelor of Business Administration Degree 
or Advanced Diploma in Business Administration: 

• Completion of High School or an equivalent program with a grade of a C+ (65%) or higher. 

• Submission of proof of BC Grade 11 Math (or equivalence from other provinces or countries) 
with a minimum grade of C+ 

For students applying for Post Graduate Programs 

• Completion of a 3 or 4 year undergraduate degree with a GPA of 2.0 or greater. 

• Degree must be earned from a recognized and accredited institution. 

English Language Requirements 

English is the language of instruction at Acsenda School of Management. Prior to admission, everyone must 
demonstrate English language competence in all four of the following areas: listening, speaking, reading and 
writing. This can be accomplished by one of the following means: 

1. Graduation from grade 12 with a minimum grade of 65% or better in English 12 Composition or English 
Literature or an equivalent course from a school in a country where English is the principal language. 

2. Graduation from grade 12 with a minimum grade equivalent to C+ or better in English 12 at an International 
School with English as the Language of Instruction. International schools that use English as the language of 
instruction but operate in countries where the primary language is not English include the following: International 
Baccalaureate diploma programs, Schools that are accredited members of the Council of International Schools 
(CIS), US Regionally accredited schools, and provincially authorized schools offering full Canadian curricula to the 
grade 12 level (non-ESL). 

3. Successful completion of six credits of post-secondary first-year English studies at a College or University where 
English is the language of instruction. 

4. Graduation from a recognized Degree Program at an Accredited College or University at which English is the 
primary language of instruction. 

5. Successful completion of one of the English Language Proficiency tests listed below: 

• A TOEFL score of 83 (internet based), 560 (paper based), or higher. 

• An IELTS score of 6.5 or higher with no part less than 6.0

English for Academic Purposes 

The English for Academic Purposes (EAP) Program is designed for students who want to study at Acsenda School 
of Management but do not yet meet the undergraduate English proficiency requirement. The EAP program 
focuses on improving all of the academic English skills - listening, speaking, reading, and writing - to the level 
necessary to succeed in a business degree program. 

Students who take the English Placement Test (EPT) or who submit official proof of their English level skill as 
explained in the table above and who meet all other entrance requirements, are permitted to register in the appro- 
priate EAP level. Students must attend a minimum of 80% of scheduled class sessions and achieve at least a “C+” 
grade in each class in order to be successful and continue with the program. While students are in this bridging 
program, they are classified as full-time, provisional students. 

The programs involve up to 17.5 hours of class/contact time each week which include both a lecture and lab com- 
ponent. Students put in at least 2 hours of study outside the classroom studies for every hour of class time. 

Each level has sets of courses that are sequentially arranged to prepare students for a Business degree program. 
The courses focus on improving students’ academic English skills - listening, speaking, reading, writing. An 
important component of these courses are life and success skills such as knowing oneself, critical and creative 
thinking, problem solving, setting and achieving goals, relating to others, time management, and coping with 
stress. Students in Level 3 are eligible to take one (3-credit) academic course in addition to their English courses 
and in level 4 a maximum of 2 additional courses. Additional courses must be approved by the Registrar’s Office. 


BACHELOR OF BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 


The Acsenda BBA is designed to ensure that graduates achieve the following: 

• Discipline knowledge and professional competencies; 

• Critical thinking and problem solving skills; 

• Communication and interpersonal skills; 

• Leadership, accountability and ethics; and 

• Global perspective and cultural sensitivity 

BBA students study all of the functional areas of business, including accounting, finance, production, marketing, 
industrial relations, law, business ethics, business strategy, and human resources management. Students become 
job ready and better prepared academically by taking an additional 15-21 upper level credit hours in one of four 
concentrations: Human Resources Management, Marketing, Accounting, or International Business Management. 
A Generalist Option is also available. 

Program Length 

The BBA degree program is a 120-credit, four-year degree program. Each course is three credits and a total of 40 
courses are required for graduation. Classes are offered every quarter, year round. It is therefore possible to com- 
plete the degree in 2.5 years, by taking courses every term without a break. Students who wish to take a break are 
recommended to take this during the designated term break (Term 1: lanuary-March)

Accounting offers excellent career opportunities in three broad areas: auditing, financial/tax and management 
accounting. With an accounting specialization, graduates may find themselves as auditors or budget analysts 
involved in the checking of accounting ledgers and financial statements within corporations and government. Some 
accounting graduates work as management accountants, whose responsibilities often involve the analysis of the 
structure of organizations, or as tax accountants, who prepare corporate and personal income tax statements and 
formulate tax strategies. Other accounting graduates can be employed as public accountants who may work in part- 
nerships which provide accounting services to individuals, businesses and governments, or as government accoun- 
tants who may be employed at the local/state level or the federal level and administer and formulate budgets, track 
costs and analyze programs.

Office at Acsenda School of Management. 

4. Official post-secondary transcripts sent directly from the institution in a sealed envelope to the Registrar's 
Office at Acsenda School of Management. 

a. If transcripts are in any other language than English, a certified translated copy is required. 

b. If 18 or more post-secondary credits have been completed, a high school transcript is not required. 

c. If transfer credits are being requested from institutions outside of Canada students must provide an 
independent credit evaluation prior to registration and the granting of credits. Transcripts can be 
evaluated by an independent credential evaluator such as Educational Credential Evaluators (ECE), 
World Education Services (WES), or International Credential Evaluation Services (ICES). 

5. Provide official English proficiency score 

6. Submit non-refundable $150 application fee.

1. International applicants must hold a valid study permit before registering and enrolling in classes. 

2. A tuition deposit of 8 courses ($10, 392) is required before receiving a letter of acceptance.

b. If an application for a Canadian study permit is denied, tuition deposits are refundable less a $200 
administrative fee.
